FOREWORD 

Educational  programs  and  services  for  students  of  native 
ancestry  have  been  receiving  more  attention  in  recent  years. 
The  federal  and  provincial  governments  have  been  discussing 
with  native  communities  the  transfer  of  delivery  and 
administrative  responsibility  for  services.     This  will 
provide  opportunities  for  native  people  with  the  knowledge 
and  skills  necessary  to  manage  the  affairs  of  their 
communities.     The  Departments  of  Municipal  Affairs,  and  , 
Career  Development  and  Employment,   in  December,  1987, 
submitted  the  Final  Report  by  the  Working  Group  on  Native 
Education,  Training  and  Employment.     The  study  made  a  number 
of  recommendations  concerning  native  education  and  training, 
and  proposed  interdepartmental  action  on  those  issues. 

In  spite  of  a  growing  interest  in  native  education,  there  is 
a  lack  of  current  information  about  programs  and  services 
for  students  of  native  ancestry  enrolled  in  Alberta  post- 
secondary  institutions.     To  obtain  some  basic  information  a 
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survey  was  conducted  by  Advanced  Education  in  cooperation 
with  the  public  post-secondary  institutions. 

The  Program  Coordination  Branch  would  like  to  thank  the 
contact  people  in  each  post-secondary  institution  for  their 
cooperation  and  assistance  in  gathering  and  reporting  the 
information  included  in  this  report.     In  many  cases  this  was 
difficult  because  of  differences  in  terminology  and  methods 
of  tracking  information. 

A  special  thanks  is  extended  to  all  who  contributed  to  this 
project. 


Introduction 

In  Alberta,  programs  and  services  offered  by  the 
public  post-secondary  institutions  have  developed  in 
response  to  a  wide  variety  of  student  needs.  Programs 
are  based  on  the  principle  that  everyone  has  an  equal 
opportunity  to  seek  admission  to  the  program  and  post- 
secondary  institution  of  their  choice.     The  province 
has  recognized  that  for  geographic  and  historical 
reasons  some  students  require  that  some  accommodation 
be  made  to  enable  them  to  participate    fully  in  post- 
secondary  education.     An  example  was  the  Alberta 
NewStart  program,  developed  in  collaboration  between 
the  federal  and  provincial  governments.     It  used 
vocational  education  to  stimulate  employment  in 
economically  depressed  areas.     NewStart  initiatives 
were  established  in  communities  such  as  Grouard  and  Lac 
La  Biche  which  also  had  a  significant  number  of 
residents  of  native  ancestry.     The  programs  provided  a 
foundation  for  the  eventual  development  of  the  Alberta 
Vocational  Centres  in  these  communities. 

Other  post-secondary  institutions  have  also  responded 
to  some  of  the  recognized  needs  of  students  of  native 
ancestry,  when  funding  from  various  sources  has  been 
available.     This  has  involved  distance  delivery  of 
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various  upgrading  and  brokering  programs  through 
native-run  institutions  such  as  the  Blue  Quills  Native 
Education  Centre  in  St.  Paul,  and  Old  Sun  College  at 
Gleichen.     These  brokering  arrangements  have  been 
encouraged  by  Alberta  Advanced  Education  to  increase 
the  participation  rate  of  students  of  native  ancestry. 

1 . 1    Reason  for  Survey 

A  survey  was  proposed  because  there  was  no 
comprehensive  data  available  on  enrolments  by 
students  of  native  ancestry  or  source  of 
information  about  support  services  provided  in  the 
post-secondary  system.     It  was  recognized  by 
Advanced  Education  and  institutional 
representatives  that  this  information  was  essential 
to  understand  present  educational  provisions  for 
students  of  native  ancestry  in  the  post-secondary 
system  and  to  determine  areas  which  could  be 
improved  to  increase  their  participation  rate. 

Since  the  institutions  do  not  collect  student  data 
based  on  ethnic  or  cultural  background,  the  contact 
people  surveyed  were  asked  to  provide  estimates  of 
enrolments  and  support  service  utilization  by 
students  of  native  ancestry.     Native  ancestry  was 
based  on  student  self -reporting  and  the  experience 
and  knowledge  of  the  institutional  contact  people. 
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Initially  there  was  hesitancy  about  collecting  and 
reporting  data  based  on  native  ancestry.  However, 
since  the  data  did  not  identify  individuals  and  was 
understood  to  be  an  estimate  of  current  activity 
that  could  assist  in  planning  services  for 
students,  counsellors  and  instructors,  all 
institutions  participated  in  the  survey. 

2 .     Survey  Development 

2 . 1     Study  Objectives 

The  primary  objective  of  the  survey  was  to  obtain 
current  information  on  the  kinds  of  post-secondary 
programs  and  services  that  significantly  assist 
students  of  native  ancestry  to  accomplish  their 
post-secondary  goals.     Information  by  program  and 
special  support  service  was  requested  in  as  much 
detail  as  could  be  provided. 

Program  Description 

The  following  information  was  requested  by  program: 

-  title, 

-  length  of  program, 

-  location  (on  or  off  campus) ,  and 

-  special  funding  provisions,   if  any. 
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Enrolments/Graduates 

The  survey  sought  to  obtain  the  best  estimates  of 
enrolment/graduate  data  for  students  of  native 
ancestry  in  the  following  areas: 

-  overall  enrolments  in  all  institutional 
programs , 

-  programs  with  significant  enrolments  of 
students  of  native  ancestry, 

-  programs  with  small  enrolments  of  students 
of  native  ancestry  but  which  have 
attracted  strong  interest  from  those 
students ,  and 

-  number  of  stude..its  of  native  ancestry  who 
graduated  from  1984-85  through  to  1986-87 
in  each  of  the  programs  identified. 

Support  Services 

The  survey  attempted  to  identify  the  kinds  of 
support  services  frequently  utilized  by  students  of 
native  ancestry  or  services  that  were  provided 
primarily  for  these  students.     The  following 
information  was  requested: 

-  a  brief  description  of  each  service, 

-  estimate  of  the  total  number  of  students  of 
native  ancestry  as  well  as  non-native  ancestry 
who    utilized  the  service  in  the  1987-88  academic 
year,  and

-  institutional  plans  to  improve,  expand,  or 

implement  additional  support  services  to  assist 
students  of  native  ancestry  to  succeed  in  post- 
secondary  education. 

2 . 2     Definition  of  Terms 

For  the  purpose  of  this  survey,  "Students  of  Native 
Ancestry"  is  understood  to  mean  students  enrolled 
in  a  post-secondary  institution  and  who  have 
formally  or  informally  indicated  that  they  are  of 
native  ancestry.     This  self-disclosure  may  include 
students  who  are  of  status  Indians,  non-status 
Indians  or  Metis  ancestry. 

2 . 3     Limitations  of  the  Study 

The  accuracy  of  the  data  provided  by  the 
institutions  and  included  in  this  report  is  limited 
to  the  extent  that  it  is  based  on  voluntary 
reporting  by  students  and  the  experiences/ 
perceptions  of  the  institutional  contact  people. 
The  reader  should  also  be  aware  that  some 
institutions  have  established  special  support 
services  for  students  of  native  ancestry.     In  these 
cases  data  on  the  number  of  students  of  native 
ancestry  may  be  more  accurate  than  the  data  from 
institutions  that  do  not  have  these  services. 
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3 .     Research  Methodology 

3 . 1  Background 

In  the  summer  of  1987,  an  informal  telephone  survey 
of  the  public  post-secondary  institutions  was 
conducted  to  obtain  basic  information  regarding 
enrolments  of  students  of  native  ancestry.  This 
survey  provided  the  impetus  to  undertake  a  more 
formal  and  comprehensive  review  of  the 
participation  by  students  of  native  ancestry  in 
Alberta  post-secondary  institutions,  beginning  in 
December,  1987. 

3 . 2  The  Survey  Questionnaire  and  Pilot  Testing 

The  results  from  the  initial  survey  conducted  in 
1987  were  used  to  develop  the  questions  used  in 
this  survey.     New  questions  were  added  to  obtain 
more  specific  details  on  enrolments  and  the  use  of 
support  services  by  students  of  native  ancestry. 

The  survey  questionnaire  was  pilot  tested  to  ensure 
the  appropriateness,  content,  and  clarity  of  the 
questions.     Draft  copies  of  the  transmittal  letter 
and  the  survey  questionnaire  were  reviewed  by  the 
research  assistant  with  institutional  contacts  at 
AVC-Edmonton,  Grant  MacEwan  Community  College  and 
University  of  Alberta.     These  institutions  were 
selected  based  on  proximity  and  the  expertise  of 
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the  contact  people  in  the  area  of  educational 
services  for  students  of  native  ancestry  at  the 
post-secondary  level.

3 . 3     Data  Collection 

The  questionnaire  was  designed  to  guide  and  assist 
institutional  contacts  to  collect  and  organize 
information.     Telephone  interviews  were  conducted 
with  contact  people  at  each  institution  who  were 
familiar  with  the  enrolment  of  students  of  native 
ancestry  and  the  utilization  of  support  services. 
The  telephone  interviews  which  occurred  one  to  two 
weeks  after  receiving  the  questionnaire  were 
adopted  to  ensure  the  best  possible  response  rate 
to  the  questionnaire. 
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Survey  questionnaires  were  sent  to  the  institutions 
in  late  February.  All  interviews  were  completed  by 
April  30,  1988. 

To  validate  that  the  data  obtained  from  the 
institutions  were  recorded  accurately  a  summary  of 
the  responses  was  returned  to  the  respective 
institutions.     Institutions  were  asked  to  make 
corrections  and  return  the  data  by  June  10,  1988. 

4 ,     Reporting  Format 

To  assist  the  readers  the  data  obtained  from  each 
institution  are  displayed  on  standard  format  pages.  The 
format  includes  the  following  tables: 

4 . 1  Estimated  Post-Secondary  Enrolments  -  1987/88 
This  page  provides  an  estimate  of  full-time  and 
part-time  enrolments  of  students  of  native  ancestry 
in  programs  offered  on  and  off -campus.  Because 
there  was  a  wide  range  of  data  they  were  collapsed 
into  six  program  categories  for  ease  of  reading. 

4 . 2  Summary  Page 

The  summary  page  includes  an  overview  of  the 
enrolment  of  students  of  native  ancestry  at  each 
institution.     It  includes  full  or  part-time 
students,  and    enrolments  in  programs  on  or  off- 
campus.     Where  available  the  total  number  of

graduates  of  native  ancestry  from  1984-85  to  1987- 
88  is  also  included  in  the  summaries. 

4 . 3  Post-Secondary  Support  Services 

A  summary  sheet  on  support  services  is  intended  to 
describe  the  kinds  of  generic  support  services  that 
are  regularly  utilized  by  students  of  native 
ancestry  or  special  support  services  provided  by 
the  institutions.     The  number  of  students  that 
utilize  the  various  support  services  is  provided 
where  possible. 

4 . 4  Enrolments  and  Support  Services  -  Observations 
Because  it  was  difficult  to  quantify  the  range  of 
institutional  involvement  in  programs  and  services 
for  students  of  native  ancestry,  a  separate  page 
for  additional  observations  was  included.

-  39%  were  not  admitted  and  referred,   in  many  cases,   to  other  institutions 
for  academic  upgrading  (e.g.  AVC  -  Edmonton) 

-  217o  were  transfer  students  from  other  post-secondary  institutions 

-  25%  were  non-matriculated  adults  and  13%  were  admitted  with  full 
matr iculat  ion 

-  2%  sought  admission  for  graduate  studies 

Native  Student  Services  has  assisted  in  the  preparation  of  a  Career  Development 
Program  that  has  been  piloted  in  24  schools  in  the  Northland  School  District. 
The  purpose  of  the  program  is  to  provide  information  to  prospective  students 
about  career  choices. 

Native  Student  Services  is  the  principle  provider  of  services  on  the 
University  of  Alberta  campus  for  native  students.     As  described,   there  is  a 
full  range  of  services  in  place  to  recruit  students  and  assist  students  to 
continue  with  their  studies   (personal  and  academic  counselling,  orientation 
sessions,   assistance  in  funding  and  referral  for  tutorial  and  remedial 
services ) . 


There  are  future  plans  to  have  present  staff  provide  alcohol  and  drug 
abuse  counselling  and  outreach  services  to  areas  such  as  the  Northwest 
Territories  and  the  Yukon  on  behalf  of  the  University.
